Oa 'the’ toth of laf month, Lord Howe, with the fleet aad 
convoy, entered the Streits of Gibraltar: the combined fleets, 
to the number of 44 fail of the line, being then at anchor off 
Algefiras. The moment his Lordthip appeared in fight, the e- 
nemy’s whole fleet began to get under weigh ; but, before they 
could effe@ this, the wind increafed‘with fuch violence from 
the fouth weft, as rendered it impoflible for them to come, out ; 
and in.a litde time it blew a ftorm. 

Lord Howe, with the fleet and convoy, took fhelter in a large 
and commodious bay upon the Barbary coaft,' between Tangier 
and Ape’s Hill, where he lay with great'fecurity, while the e- 
nemy’s fhips at Algefiras were thrown into the utmoft, confu- 
fion. Four of them, Le St Trinidad, of 110 guns, Le Maje- 
{teux, ditto, Le Conception of 90, and another, had got under 
way ; but were all driven on fhore, and fappofed to be irreco- 
_verably loft. A fifth, the St Miguel of 70 guns, to avoid being 
run fool of, cut her cable and pufhesl out 3Jout miffing ftays be- 
fore fhe could clear Europa Point, the dropt clofe under the 
fire of the batteries, and thortly after.was dathed to pieces a- 
gaintt the rocks. : tid 

On the ftorm’s abating the fame, day, Lord: Elowe fent the 
convoy, efcorted by three frigates, into Gibraltar, where they 
cominued to unload till the 14th, without any other impedi- 
ment than acon{tant, though ineffectual fire, from the enemy’s 
lines... Vheawtad continued to blow very frefh from the fouth- 
weit, till the day above-mentioned, which prevented the ene- 
my’s offering any annoyance from the fea by their gun and 
mortar-boats, many of which, with a great number of allies, 
and other finall craft, were driven on fhore during the ftorm. 

The wind having thifted.to the north-we(t, the enemy’s fleet 
now confilting of but 30 fail of the line, got under way, and 
eame out, forming in a line of battle off Ceuta; but the wind 
and current drove them in a hort time confiderably up the Me; 
diterranean ; Lord Howe remaining to. windward with his 
fleet in the bay before-mentioned, where it was fuppofed he 
would continue tiil joined by the frigates and unloaded hips 
from Gibraltar ; and that.bjs, Lordfhip would then return with 
the whole to England. oe! GR 
‘  In-addition to the above particulars, we are informed, that 
previous to Lord Howe’s arrival, both the French and Spanith 
Commanders in Chief had written jointly tothe Court of Ma- 
drid,, urging the impropriety and inconvenience that would at- 
tend giving the Englifh battle in the Straits ; and reconfmend. 
ed it as more eligible to wait for them either off Cadiz or Cape.

It is evident from the aboye account, that the enemy had 
determined to oppofe the reliefof Gibraltar ; but whether (now 
that grand object is accomplifhed) they will chufe co hazard a 
battle with our ficet, is a matter,much to be doubted ;. and 
particularly as we are fo little inferior to them—the difference 
being only five fail of the line.—As Lord Howe, laowever, is 
to windward of the enemy, his Lordthip has it of courfe at his 
option to fight or not; though the former, under the above 
circumftances, is an event’devoutly to be wifhed.

HE prefent ftate of the crop in this country-is fach, that 
every thing which can tend to prevent, leffen, or thort- 
en the want and diftrefs which may be looked for, onght to be 
thought of as early as poflible, that there may be the more time 


ta execute whatever promifes to be of any benefir. A very 


fmall part is yet fecured ; the reft, poorly filled, not well ripen- 
ed, and {till expofed to many dangers, after all the idjuries it 
has already received As the following hints on this fubje@ 
may perhaps be of fome fervice, an.l may induce thofe who 
have more knowledge and experience, to communicate their 
thoughts to the public, your inferting them in your ufeful pa- 
per will oblige, Sir, your humble fervant, B? 

1. When the weather admits of it, every perfon that is able 
and has an opportunity to work, ought to be employed in pre- 
ferving the crop, fuch as it is. The very wart will be' of ufe 
either to man or beaft; and, where a want is apprehended, 
whatever ferves for either is of double value. 

2. As little as poflible of grain of any fort, of potatoes, or 
other roots that can be food for man, fhould be given to horfes, 
or other cattle not fit for the food of man, or that wilh not foon 
give a return by their flefh or their milk. No more fhould be 
given them than is abfolutely neceflary to make them able to do 
their work, ' 

3- Every thing not immediately fit for the food of.man, and 
thar can be made to increafe the number of cattle. of-every fort 
fit for the butcher, ought to be beftowed in;that way, in prefe- 
rence to every other. Untripe, or greatly damaged grain, can- 
not be more properly applied, The increafe of. fie-h-meat in 
the country will make a fcarcity of grain lefs felt. The foups 
and broths, which, with the help of roots and a lit le meal, may 
be made from it, will caufe them go muéh farther, and be dou- 
bly nourithing. x 

4. Very little grain fhould be made into malt (none.diftilled. ) 
Barley will go farther in fupport of the, people,..in bread, Sc. 
than in ale; for which alfo feveral fubftitures may be ufed by 
thofe who mutt have fome fermented liquor. 

5. Thofe inthe. upper country ought to endeavour, by every 
means they can, to prevent the neceflity of the farmers carrying 
what grain or meal they can fpare to the towns, on-the coait, 
the inhabitants of which can be more eafily and cheaply fup- 
plied from other countries than thofe at a diffance from a fea- 

ort. ; . 
6. Thofe whofe corns, by the favour of a ‘vdtin and early fi- 
tuation, or-other-advantages, have come té perfect -maturity, 
fhould not-too haftily tara them into meal; they will find a 


of independent principles to the inhabitants of that free coun-:

profit to themfelves, and do much good to others, by preferving 
them for feed. 

7. But as it is to be feared there will hardly be a fafficiency 
of good feed-corn, within the Northern Counties, a fupply 
fhould be provided in duc time from {uch places as cin afford 
beit and cheapeft. ‘This ought not to be left entirely to mer- 
chanrs and dealers, who mult have their profit ; but fhoald be 
early thought of by the couarry gentlemen, whole intere(i at is 
in particolar, as well as of the whole country, that their tenants 
be farnifhed with what is fit for fowing, at the eafieft rate they 
can‘contrive. Without good feed next year’s crop mult be bad, 
however fiyoorable the feafon prove; an importation of good 
feed is therefore fir preferable to an importation of meal to the 
fame exrent. Meal can only anfwer the prefent neceffity ; where+ 
as'good feed provides for this feafon, by allowing more meal to 
be made, and for next year, by giving the greacer probability of 
a good crop. 

8. Large quantities of potatoes fhould be planted by every 


- perfon who occupies proper land, in the earlielt and moft fa- 


vourable fituations ; and if the great confumprtion of them, this 
autumn, oceafioned by the latencfs of the harvelt, does not 
leave enough in the country to anfwer for fuch extenfive plans 
tations as fhould be made, the deficiency fhould be made up 
from other places. 

9. Bear, early oats, early white and gray peafe, &c. thould 
be fown more generally and in greater quantities than ufual, 
wherever the foil can admit of it with propriety, that the new 
crop may come to ufe the fooner, 

10. Every encouragement fhould be given to the procuring 
large — of fith, both from our own feas and more di+ 
{tant places. Salt herrings, a common food in many parts of 
Scotland, might be eafily got, and fold to the poor as cheap as 
' pofhible. ' 

11. If thefe, and fuch methods, are generally and attentively 
fullowed, we may hope there will be no necefhty for even the 
poore(t having recourfe to. unufaal forts of foud; at the fame 
time, any who are informed of the helps which the inhabitants of 
other countries, particularly the North of Europe, make ufe of 
in a fearcity of grain, will perhaps do much good, by letting 
them be generally known. :
